It seems utterly impossible that the quantity of metal claimed could have been concealed 
in the bar of silver without the knowledge of the workman who was dipping the silver, and it is 
with a view of tracing the responsibility where it belongs that we desire to have the pieces of 
metal, which you will please forward us by express. 


We hardly think it is necessary for you to assure Mr. Fox on our behalf, of our innocence 
of any intention of wrong in this matter.
